Wc have late breaking news this month, forwarded by Tom Sevan of Kansas. On the militia watchdog 
list he found a June 15 public statement from Steve Anderson, the driving force behind United Patriot 
Radio. The message comes from a Bonnie Bcrgey bonberg@fast.net post on the "Watchdog List" at 
watchdog@miUtia-watchdog.org that originated from "Gunnlixer, Tony Hogrefe of the CA High 
Desert Militia" using a Cunnfixer@cs.com e-mail address. Steve Anderson's e-mail address was 
bulldogradio621@botmail.com in this string of postings and forwarded e-mails, so that address might 
be good for any follow-up internet correspondence. It certainly is not easy to cite sources in the 
alphabet soup of internet nomenclature that we are stuck with nowadays. 

It appears that United Patriot Radio has left the air, bringing the history of the longest-running 
domestic United States shortwave clandestine to a close. The best way to describe the situation is to 
reprint the statement from Steve Anderson, which I'll do right here without any editing 

JUNE IS STATEMENT FROM STEVE ANDERSON : 

June 15, 2001, 13:04: It is with regret that I must announce the demise of United Patriot Radio. Last 
night was my final transmission. The reasons for this arc ongoing. This came to a "head" after the 
Mark Kocmke Rally in Michigan. I traveled 9 hours to get there. Poker Face came all the way from 
Pcnn. to play. There were some true blue patriot folk there, but in reality, the turnout was pathetic! 
After all that the Koemke family has done for the "patriot" community in this nation, to see the 
piddling little crowd at this support rally completely broke my heart. Mark is locked up, and is being 
abandoned by the "patriots"! How quickly we forget. I sec a similar fate for me. I will not be arrested, 
but killed in a fircfight, and no one could stop tliat. Afterward, it will be said among the few real 
patriots that are left, that I had courage. Then 1 will disappear like a mist. I am not being intimidated 
off the air, but starved out. I have put up a good "front" to keep up morale among the people. It ain't 
workin'! I have needed at least $2000 per month to get by, and have gotten less than 500. It is the 
poorest of the patriots that have given the most! I can not continue in this manner. It is not fair to them, 
or to me. I can't pay my bills, buy shoes, fix my tractor, pay the good friends back that have so 
generously helped me during this endeavor, or even at times know where my next meal is coming 
from. A few cannot, and indeed should not, bear the burden for the many. It was so "cool" to listen to, 
but not enough to forgo some beer to support. I most certainly am not bashing the faitliful few, and I do 
mean few, that have supported this free voice station. I am just not going to cast pearls before swine 
anymore. The Koemkes have been the most active in building this station, even to their own financial 
harm. This sucks! If these true patriots can do this, as poor as they arc with Mark locked up, why 
couldn't the Militia at large help? Some have, but most nave not. The ones that have know who they 

arc, and have my undying gratitude. The ones that have not I am going to return to what I have done 

all my life. WORK. I have wasted enough time trying to help the slccplc. I will put my efforts into 
building a strike team in my area to "take care of business" when it hits. I still may get raided, as the 
ATF is training hard at Fort Knox just for this, I have been informed. If they kill me, so what. Another 
• -son 

WHAT DOES THIS MEAN? 

Anderson's statement speaks for itself, but given the KSMR and United Patriot Radio station history, 
wc probably need to let this announcement sink in before wc draw hasty conclusions. Sonic version of 
this station broadcast with a virtually daily schedule for over three months, but it has had short periods 
of inactivity on occasion. It seems clear from the Steve Anderson statement and the history of station 



logs thai this activity was normally associated with the comings and goings of personnel responsible 
lor the programming and transmitter. Nevertheless, it remains true that the patriot clandestine has come 
and gone before, with reactivations taking place before too long. 

You will recall that the move from KSMR to United Patriot Radio came when an internal split in the 
Kentucky State Militia caused the organization to disavow any involvement with the station. This 
disrupted the station for a brief period, but it came back with improved station equipment including a 
satellite feed for relays of "patriot" programming that supplemented the station's own productions. It is 
clear from the Steve Anderson statement that some personnel and/or political splits within the patriot 
movement are still evident. Anderson cites this as the main factor behind the station's announced QRT. 
But, in addition, he notes that the station had trouble maintaining adequate financing. Certainly the 
significant expenditures on equipment and the electric bills for a transmitter approaching a kilowatt 
appear to have added up, but appear to have not generated financial donations from the "patriot" 
movement in sufficient quantity, or from a sufficiently broad base of donors. Anderson also denies that 
governmental enforcement actions and/or police threats had anything to do with the demise of the 
station. Indeed his statement indicates that he still anticipates the possibility of violence in association 
with the station, even following its announced demise. 

Prior to the Anderson statement, the station was broadcasting fairly regularly and exclusively in June 
on 6900 kHz upper sideband, having largely abandoned the earlier regular use of 3260 kHz, apparently 
for reasons related to antennas and propagation on 90 meters. The last broadcast of the station to date 
has been the June 1 5 UTC broadcast mentioned in the Steve Anderson statement. I checked for them 
on various frequencies on the evening of June 17 UTC, and found no sign of them. 



:ived a phone call from veteran ACE member Joe Filipkowski in Rhode Island who 
reported an apparent pirate parody of the patriot clandestine using an ID of "Bill's Militia Movement." 
This Filipkowski log came on 6900 kHz about 2145 UTC on June 16, only one day aiier the release of 
the Steve Anderson statement. I thank Joe very much for this tip; he said that the parody had a pretty 
good signal at his location. I checked immediately from my Cleveland QTH, but I heard nothing. It is, 
of course, very possible for a daytime pirate to put a good signal in to Rhode Island and no signal at all 
into Ohio. 



FALUN IMFA RADIO NOW FANG GUANG MING RAniO 

As mentioned in the lead story of Clandestine Radio Watch #71, the Falun Guang clandestine station 
broadcasting against China has changed its station name and its ID. A P. Rohic of Austria reported this 
news from a QSL that he received from the station. This QSL arrived with a return address of Guang 
Ming Inc., Post Office Box 1 17, Buford, Georgia 30518. Apparently they have not worked out a deal 
with Radio Bob to use the Lula maildrop. Another log in CRW #71 from an O. Aim of Sweden, 
reprinted from Cumbre DX #349, said that he copied their ID on 12075 kHz at 2200 on May 31. His 
conclusion was that the ID was either "Fang Guang Ming Dian Tai" (translating as Propagate 
Brightness Radio) or Da Guang Ming Dian Tai (Great Brightness Radio after translation). Aim 
speculated that the transmitter might be in some part of the former USSR such as Armenia. 

POTENTIAL NEW JAMMING SOURCE 

As noted in CRW #71 in a report from II Biener in Germany, for a long time there has been an 
unofficial tacit agreement that some governments would not jam some religious broadcasters, as long 
as their programming was 100% religious with no political content. One of these governments is 
allegedly China. But, Biener notes that China has shelved this tacit agreement, and is increasingly 
jamming religious broadcasters into parts of China. Apparently the Chinese government doesn't want 
o take any chances that some politics might sneak their way into station schedules at a few religious 



So, if you hear increased levels of jamming in the morning on frequencies from Asia, you could be 
noticing an impact of this shift in Chinese strategy. 



GEORGE ZELLER WINS SWISS RADIO INTERNATIONAL CONTEST 



While driving down the freeway on May 25, I had the Sony 5600X in my car tuned to 9885 kHz at 
2350 UTC. Normally I would not mention the regular service from Swiss Radio International in a 
clandestine radio column, even though last month I had to give them the raspberries for preceding the 
BBC's announcement of North American service cuts with a Swiss phase-out of shortwave 
transmissions. 

I now have to make it two months in a row for SRI in a clandestine column, because during this show 
they announced the winners of SRl's April "Name Game" contest. Winners of the three top prizes, a 
SRI pen, a cup that changes colors when you put hot liquids in it, and a Swiss watch, were all from 
India or Bangladesh. But, in April there were two additional prizes of Zwcisimmen pullover shirts tliat 
were donated by the Zwcisimmen, Switzerland tourist office. The winner of one of these shirts was an 
Illinois DXcr whose name I did not recognize. But, I did recognize the name of the other winner, 
which was George Zellcr of Cleveland, Ohio. About a week later a box arrived from Bern, containing a 
nice shirt monogrammed with the name of Zweisimmcn and a small Swiss flag. 

So, for the first time in the history of shortwave radio, George Zellcr has won a shortwave contest. 
Those of you who have visited my web site (URL above) will remember tliat I have done considerable 
genealogy research in Zwcisimmen, since this Berner Oberland town was the birthplace of my father's 
grandfather Johannes Zeller. I've been to the Zweisimmen tourist office on multiple occasions, even 
noticing their move last year from a former location right next to Zwcisimmen city hall on Lcnkstrasse 
to their new location across the street from the Coop grocery near the post office on Thunstrasse. (Yes, 
DXcrs with good memories will remember Lenk, about ten miles south of Zwcisimmen, which 
formerly was the site of a SRI transmitter that was torn down about four years ago). 

So, I take this opportunity to thank Swiss Radio International for awarding me a prize that I actually 
am very happy about. I sent them a letter, copied to the Zweisimmen tourist office, thanking them I 
doubt if this will cause a reconsideration of their plans to abandon shortwave at SRI, but the prize is 
appreciated nevertheless. 

MODEST PROPOSAL FROM LEE REYNOLDS 

Those of you who know our DiaLogs editor Lee Reynolds are aware of his British ancestry, which 
extends to his accent that is very unlike the accents of most New England residents. Lee's accent 
sounds a lot more like Tony Blair than it sounds like Ted Kennedy. Lee therefore took note of our rant 
in the column last month attacking the BBC for their astonishing blunder of abandoning shortwave 
broadcasts beamed to North America. Lee suggests, with his tongue only partially in cheek, that the 
USA should respond by scheduling 24/7 saturation broadcasts by the Voice of America to the United 
Kingdom in Special English. Further, Lee wonders where to get tickets for the wrestling match 
between Jimmy the Weasel and Tony Blair. Ticketron reports that none of these are on sale yet. 

I can report, however, that Clandestine Radio Watch #71 did reprint the worst of the rant in this 
column last month via DXLD #1-083, including the quote taken out of context from Jimmy the Weasel 
involving the ancestors of Tony Blair and Blair's deteriorating relationship to the deity. This does not 
seem to have hurt the Labor party very much in the recent elections. 

ARTIE BIGLEY CHECKS IN 

Old-time veteran ACE members will remember the name of Artie Bigley, since he was a very active 
presence in the pirate DXing scene of the 1980's. Artie checked in this month to let us know that he has 
relocated to Columbus, Ohio, and would like to say hello to ACE members. Maybe Artie will sneak 
over to nearby Universal Shortwave in Reynoldsburg to snap up some equipment to rejoin the 
unlicensed broadcasting DX community.

Covert Comms

I thought I was done talking nboul Ihe US Navy's spy plane that force landed in 
China, but there's still more news about this incident. According to NcwsMax, an online 
news service, China has broken sonic of the codes used by (he US military from 
inspecting Ihe hardware aboard the captured EP-3 spy plane. The codes for the NATO 
Link- 1 1 communications system were compromised, and Japan has ordered its military to 
change their codes. Link-! I is, of course, that raspy "dink-dink-dink-diiiiiiink" signal 
heard all over the IIP bands. In case you're not familiar with what it sounds like, listen to 
4703 USB some evening. 

The captured EP-3 was equipped with the latest version of ihe Link-1 1 system, 
code named "story book." However, the Chinese navy has already been using a stolen 
version of the system, called Link-W. 

Japanese officials arc concerned because they use the system in two Boeing 767 
spyplanes which have missions to operate surveillance against t lima. These aircraft are 
also equipped with radar to watch aircraft and missile launches inside China. Japan is 
concerned about the compromise of the codes because their Link- 1 1 system may be 
jammed in case of war with China, preventing them from passing important data. 

Pentagon sources arc convinced tluit the April 1 incident was no accident. Several 
other incidents of Chinese fighters flying too close to American rccon aircraft have 
occurred before, but they were dismissed by Pentagon officials as lone actions by "hot- 
shot" pilots. But now it appears that the previous incidcnls were attempts to force a US 
spy plane down on Chinese territory so they could steal whatever secrets they could from 
the aircraft. Chinese pilots operate under a strict Soviet-style control system which 
would not allow them to fly close passes to other aircraft without permission. So there's 
no doubt that this was a deliberate action. 

In Miami, a court has found five Cubans guilty ofspying on the US for Cuba. 
The spies, who were arrested in Florida in 1998, arc believed to be part of the largest ever 
Cuban spy ring operating in the US. All five were found guilty of operating as foreign 
agents, and Ihrcc of them were found guilty of trying to infiltrate US military bases. One 
,il the Jefcndants, Gcrardo Hernandez, faces life in prison for his part in the deaths of 
four Americans after their small airplane was shot down in 1 996. The four Americans 
were part of the organisation "Brothers to the Rescue," a group of exiled Cubans whose 
purpose is to try lo help olher Cubans leave the country. Their aircraft was shot down by 
a Cuban Air Force pilot. 
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The five agcnls consisted of three Cuban intelligence agents and two US citizens. 
They admitted to acting on orders from the Cuban government. Of course you and I 
know how they got those orders - they begin with "atencion" and end with "finale." 
According to (he BBC news online, the group used coded computer disks, high-frequency 
radio transmissions and electronic phone messages to try to infiltrate the US Southern 
Command Headquarters in Miami as well as exile groups. The group maintained that 
their sole purpose was to infiltrate Cuban exile groups. 

Maybe that's what their mission was supposed to be, but due to all the technical

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Bootleggers 

Bootleggers you're apt to hear will be on the standard broad- 
cast band and conduct operations in your hometown. The 
Federal Communications Commission has a profile on the typi- 
,cal case since the agency receives more than two complaints 
a week from citizens about mysterious programs. An investiga- 
tion usually exposes not a hardened criminal, but a youngster 
playing with a "wireless mike" or "phono oscillator." These are 
perfectly legal devices as long as they are operated according 
to the manufacturer's instructions. The trouble usually begins 
when an antenna longer than five feet is attached to the circuit, 
which greatly increases the transmitting range. Also, precocious 
experimenters add amplifiers to further boost the range. These 
miniature broadcast stations can reach all over the neighbor- 
hood, and can also be picked up on car radios. 

Although the law provides stiff penalties for illegal broad- 
casting, the investigating engineer usually acts with a measure 
of understanding. An explanation to the youngster's parents 
about the seriousness of the operation is usually enough to 
irestore peace to the airwaves.
